Act on Other Matters in Prominent Artists Assist 
Regular Monthly Meeting in Well-rounded Program 



In its regular monthly meeting la-t 
Monday night, Council passed the or- 
dinance authorizing the issuance of 
$30,000 worth of bonds to purchase and 
improve the plot of ground which will 
become the Outdoor Recreation (.'enter. 

This ordinance Has passed pursuant 
to the special election hold in \nr 
berth on February 6th, at which time 
an overwhelming majority was regis- 
tered by the voters in favor of the 
project. In the regular election last 
fall the same bill was passed, but 
through an error in the wording of the 
ballot, the election was declared void 
and the new vote ordered. 

Council will now advertise the bunds 
for ;i weeks, after which time they 
will be issued, the ground purchased 
and work begun on the improvements. 
The bonds will mature in .'in years, and 
will bear interest coupons dated August 
1st nnd February 1st. The interest 
rate will be iVi'/f- Immediately upon 
the fin id reading of the bill, it w:is 
signed by President of Council \V. K 
I). Hall, and, a few minutes later by- 
Burgess Carl B. Metzger. 

Another important matter before 
Council was that of the ordinance 
covering the new plan for milk pro 
tection. A bill similar to tha't in th< 
townships of Lower Mcrion and Haver 
foTd, with which the Borough will ro 
operate in the new plan for milk in 
spection, was introduced and passed 
first reading. Council has already ap 
proved the recommendation of the Nar 
berth Board of Health that Narberth 
co-operate in this, and the ordinance 
is to give the necessary official author 
ity for the new inspection. 

Council agreed to a plan submitted 
by the Bala & Merion Electric Co., in 
which the latter wish a change made/ 
in the present location of street signs 
The company believes that the signs 
when fastened to the polos, a.Tq a 
source of danger to the workmen who 
must climb past them. The new plan 
is to place these signs on artistically 
designed metal brackets, extending out 
from the poles. The company hus 
agreed to bear the expense of changing 
the present signs, the Borough to pa, 
for any additional brackets which may 
be erected later. The new arrangement 
should be both safer and more attrac- 
tive. 

Recently the Home and School As 
sociation suggested to the Xnrbertl 
School Board that one fire plug wag 
scarcely adequate protection for thf 
two* 'buildings comprising the plant. 
The Board acted at once on the sug 
gestion, and the Secretary communi 
cared with Council, petitioning that r 
new plug he erected near the school 
Council, in Monday 's meeting agreei 
to the addition, and a now plug will bo 
installed 6n Sabine Avenue within a 
short time; This new plug will no 
be on the same water main as thi 
other, the present plug being conneetev 
with the Essex Avenue system, while 
the n*ew one will draw from Narberth 
avenue. The additional protection will 
therefore bo of considerable import 
ance.

placed the tenors and sopranos too far 
from the contraltos and basses, throw- 
ing an extra burden upon. Professor 
! Nice and making it difficult for him 
j to combine the voices of the entire 
I chorus. He did it, however, and the 
1 results were exceedingly good, especially 
in numbers which the chorus had done 
before and with which it was most 
familial - . Spots in which any one 

choir was not quite with the ensemble 
was entirely due to this unfortunate 
arrangement of the chorus seats. 

The high light of the concert was 
undoubtedly the work of Alice Gentle 
who sang both in solo and with the 
chorus. Seldom, except in opera or ".n 
recitals of the highest order, is an 
audience privileged to hear snch flaw- 
less work, especially at an open air 
concert. While everything that she 
did was marvellously perfect, her in- 
terpretation of Ware's "Stars." a diffi- 
cult and highly technical piece, was 
exquisite, and was rightfully received 
by the audience with marked enthusi- 
asm. Miss Gentle is an artist of the

BUCKS COUNTY TEAM LOSES TO 
NARBERTH 



Playing in the Middle States League, 
the Narberth Tennis team tucked away 
another big victory Saturday, June 10, 
by defeating the Bucks County team 
S to 1. With general humidity serving 
great gobs of hot moisture,. the boys of 
both teams were forced to forego some 
of their speed, although 'this did not 
prevent them from perspiring to a 
point where they looked as though they 
had just come out of the ocean. 

Despite the heat and Hie humidity, 
howevir, there was some remarkably 
line tennis. Harold Lane, playing 

number one position on the Narberth 
teams, gave a masterful exhibition.
